Fraokfort, Ky , March 7.—oliti.
cal complications now would great-
ly impair the progress and useful-
ness of a special session ol the Leg
islature, i the opinion of Acting
Governor B, |. MeDermott.  When
asked what bie thought of a special
session the Acting Governor &nid
that he was ol the opinion that the
time wus not opportunc, and that
the cost ofin session would he too
heavy, considering the fuancial of
the State.

In an interview requested of him
today regarding an extra sexsion of
the Legislature and the financial
condition of the State, the Acting
Goverger took ogeasion to defend
the last General Assembly, which he
says is being crtivzed now lor po
litical reasons.  He said:

“I tried to help Governor Me
Creary in his ¢lfort to keep the ap-
portionments  within  reasonable
honnds,
poniigent people and newspapers
of Lhe State were clnonng tor ap:
portionments two or three times as
large w.athase ninally passed  Many
wanted higher ap

“That is what muakes the pocition
ol a member of the Legslature so
disagreeable to many gomd men and
why they slirank the service. Thes
are urged wml persunded to be
progressive anl 1o give public mon
ey liberally for popular measores,
and, when their work s later criti
cized, the men who urged the gin
are silent. When the Legislature ad-
journed last year everyho by ngrecd
that the great munjority of the mem
bers had heen industrious,
progressive nnd honest,  Now, for
their

criticized."

“There is certainly need of econemy
in State ullairs.  Sowme ol our puly
lic mstitutions  are
much, and they have too little re
straint. With a tax rate of 50 cts,
which has not been increased for
miny vears, with the asscssment of
the State's pioperty not higher than
formerly, in spite of the universal
rise of prices anidl with inereased ap
propriations and lor the larming
interests and other interests thit
the people have becn lavoring, it is
plain that there must be un im
provement in the method and rate
of assessment ol all our property
and in the compuration of the needs
ol the State cach
and in the mothods of starting nmd
exhibiting tor the Legislators and
the people the resouwrces aumd ox
penditures of each vear,
